WASHINGTON, D. C. - O u r 
armchair admirals, and other lay­ 
men, probably will be surprised to 
hear about the Army’s navy. 
Yes, the Army has a navy, the 
largest small boat fleet in history. 
It now operates more than 4,000 
vessels, the total to be doubled in 
another year. The types range all 
the way from 13-foot assault boats 
to large ocean-going transports. 


But, why this navy for the 
Army? Why not let the regular 
Navy operate all our military ves­ 
sels? 
Well, the military men are ready 
with all the answers, detailed tech­ 
nical explanations. But, simply 
stated, the ships employed by the 
Army are for the transport of 
men and materiel, and hence few 
are concerned with combat. 
Boss of this giant construction 
program is Col. Harry Toulmin, 
Jr., assistant chief of transporta­ 
tion for supply. A former patent 
attorney and amateur inventor, 
Colonel Toulmin is pioneering in a 
fascinating new field. His job is to 
develop and procure the floating 
equipment, known collectively as 
the Army's navy. It is divided 
among the Coast Artillery, the 
Army Air Forces, the Corps of 
Engineers, and the Transportation 
Corps. 
Transportation Is Tops 
A few vessels were operated by 
the Army in World War I, but the 
current far-flung conflict presents 
an entirely different problem, as 
Colonel Toulmin points out. “Ev­ 
erything we do in this war de­ 
pends on transportation," he adds 
simply. 
In the word* of the military tee- 


"logistics,” the branch which em­ 
braces the details of transport and 
supply. 
To prosecute this war of supply, 
laying a global network of trans­ 
port lines, the Army has two kinds 
of craft. The logistical fleet pro­ 
vides the means of moving men 
and materiel, and the tactical ves­ 
sels, while not necessarily combat 
craft, are of value in such action. 
Of the four Army units with 
floating equipment, the Corps of 
Enjgineers is perhaps best known 
to the public. Appreciated in peace­ 
time for their service to inland 
waterways, the Engineers have the 
dramatic wartime job of fording 
and bridging streams and estab­ 
lishing harbor Installations. 
To a fleet of tugs, dredges and 
survey ships, in war they add such 
small craft as assault boats, pon­ 
toon boats, floats and a variety of 
rubber rafts. Larger are the com­ 


er a-going crews who can desand 
themselves if subjected to attack. 
Even the Army Air Force can 
boast an extensive marine divis­ 
ion. The widely publicized "crash" 
boats of the British Royal Air 
Force have been developed by our 
own 
branch, 
particularly 
since 
Pearl Harbor. 
High speed crash 
boats range from 42 to 104 feet in 
length, with the 188-foot “Retriev­ 
ers" capable of ocean-going. 
A 
novel 
type, 
the

"Swamp Glider” which draws but 
two or three Inches of water, is 
used in such areas as the Ever­ 
glades.

“The government is going to have to 
meet this challenge by John L. Lewis,” de­ 
clared Davis, “just as it has met the chal­ 
lenge of employers who have defied the 
government, even if it mVans imposing 
sanctions of some kind.”

“Well, if he continues to defy the gov­ 
ernment,’’ suggested Dean Wayne Morse, 
WLB representative of the public, “there’s 
one way to make him come to his senses.

Mort cities 
enjoyed a building boom just be­ 
fore the automobile came into its 
own: when it did and people moved 
out into the countryside, little sub­ 
urban business sections sprouted 
end it wasn’t necessary to go 
“downtown” to market and shop; 
ocal movie houses and attractive 
little cafes replaced the night 
downtown theatre and botel life. 
Outmoded Hospitals 
The consequence is that most 
American cities downtown new­ 
look like the relatives you used to 
Fend your old clothes to. The tired, 
shabby, empty buildings stand in 
discouraged rows, with real es­ 
tate banners glued to the inside 
of their dirty plate-glass windows. 
The owners of downtown real es­ 
tate ar* bewildered, afraid even to 
replace a cracked wash bowl for 
f'-ar it may run into expense. 
Here, then, is the opportunity 
of the planner with genius! 
Among the many kinds of build­ 
ings that have become outmoded, 
the hospital constitutes an emi­ 
nent example. The architect of the 


hospital that was built 25 years 
ago was just another architect: 
he grudgingly, after the plans 
were drawn, mad* some spac* for 
a laboratory in the cellar. Five 
years after the building had been 
occupied, they had to tear down 
some partitions to make way for 
an x-ray department, and later an 
electrocardiographic 
laboratory, 
and later a basal metabolism 
room, and now they are faced with 
making room for a laboratory of 
electroencephalography. 
Twenty-five years ago a hospi­ 
tal was still largely a surgical hos­ 
pital. During that time the habit 
of having additions to the family 
at the hospital instead of at home 
has cornein. So one floor of the 
old hospital was remodelled for a 
maternity floor. One-third of a 
good, modern hospital is given 
over to medical cases. If anyone 
wants the consultation of an ocu­ 
list, ear or nose and throat spe­ 
cialist, the patient 
to be bun­ 
dled down to the specialist’s office. 
The New Hospital Unit 
The Architectural Forum ha« 
just published a set of designs of 
buildings, foreshadowing postwar 
construction. The hospital unit is 
the work of Hugh Stubbing Jr. 
One feature of the new ideas in 
hospital construction is that the 
hospital will occupy a good deal 
of ground space and will be on 
one, two, or at most, four floora— 
preferably two. 
The plan of the Architectural 
Forum visualizes one hospital for 
a community of 70,000 people. 
"Authorities agree that two per 
cent of the population are ill at 
any one time. This would amount 
to 2,000 persons. One quarter of 
those ill, or 500, will need to be 
hospitalized—hence a hospital of 
500 beds."

Axis Peoples Into Groups 


Moscow Moves More Effective 


Than W ashington'!, London'*

• PREMIER JOSEF STALIN of Russia is beginning to be given 
credit by American and British diplomat* for greater cleverness 
than President Roosevelt’* or Prime Minister Churchill’*, in hia 
diplomatic maneuvering* to weaken the Axis by splitting its com­ 
ponent peoples Into conflicting group*, or at least disorganizing 
their co-operative effort. 
It’* common talk in Wallington, and doubtless in London al*o, 
that Fuehrer Hitler and his advisers have been doing their utmost 
to shatter the United Nations’ alignment by separate overtures to 
them, respectively, leaving the totalitarians to deal with them mili­ 
tarily one at a time, rather than as a coalition. The scheme has 
fizzled because th* democracies are too genuinely united. BtilL 
Adolf* been astute enough to try it, and he really 
did succeed in rattling the French factions con­ 
siderably. 
For awhile the Kremlin wasn’t regarded by the 
White House and IO Downing Street as a very effi­ 
cient collaborator. 
Illustratively, they desperately wanted Comrade Stalin to join 
them in that celebrated Casablanca conference, at which “uncon­ 
ditional surrender” was F. D. R.’s and Winnie Churchill’* best 
ofter to the Nazis and all their affiliates, without distinction. Joe 
Stalin was a conspicuous absentee from Casablanca, however, and 
there was a good deal of speculation to th* effect that he wa* 
little in sympathy with it

Growing Flavoring in the Victory Garden 


By DEAN HALLIDAY 
Released by Central Press Association 
THE MINT family is composed 
of popular, hardy perennial herbs 
and all or at least some of them 
should be utilized by the Victory 
gardener. The spearmint and the 
peppermint are the most popular. 
Their foliage is used to flavor cool 
drinks and vinegar as well as jel­ 
lies. For the very small Victory 
garden, however, the mints may 
present a problem, since they 
spread so rapidly. 
As illustrated in the accom­ 
panying Garden-Graph, a novel 
way to grow mint and keep it 
within bounds is to plant it in a 
strawberry jar. If a straw.berry 
jar is not available then a barrel 


with holes bored Into the sides 
can be used or even half a barrel 
will serve the purpose. This con­ 
tainer will prove decorative as 
well as useful. It can be placed 
close to the kitchen door, where 
leaves from the plants It contains 
will be easily available. All of one 
kind of mint can be used or a va­ 
riety can thus be grown. 
Any friend having a mint bed 
will allow you to cut small sods 
of mint, as illustrated, and these 
can easily be transplanted into 
the opening of strawberry jar or 
barrel, as the case may be. Either 
type of container, of course, must 
first be filled with soil which has 
been well firmed down.

none is at liberty now to talk 
about farm programs. 
Pickaw ay county AAA has pro­ 
vided much information about the 
various government programs for 
Circleville and Pickaway county 
persons who operate farms or who 
are directly interested in agricul­ 
ture. 
Based On I^aw 
The order, sent to the local of­ 
fice by the WFA, is based on a 
provision in the Agricultural Ap­ 
propriation Act which prohibits 
both full and partime AAA em ­ 
ployes from giving information to j 
the 
press 
or 
radio 
and 
from 
m aking speeches boosting or crit­ 
icizing the farm program. 
The act forbids use of federal 
funds to pay the salary or expens­ 
es of AAA information employ 24 
and restricts all J AA employes 
to the "answering of inquiries or I 
supply of information to individual 
j 
farm ers.” 
Instructions have been sent to 
all AAA field employes outlining 
seven specific "don'ts.'* 
Prohibitions Listed 
N. E. Dodd, chief of the AAA 
lr. W ashington, in the order to 
AAA employes listed these pro­ 
hibitions:

First aid consists of ice 
packs or cold water applied to 
head, neck and legs. 
‘‘Azoturia generally occurs in 
well-fed horses that have been 
put back to work after several 
days of rest. 
It is evidenced by 
the sudden appearance of patchy 
sweating, tremor of the hind legs
